Obama 'wasting billions' on gun control 

Sheriff vows to uphold Constitution, says proposed legislation won't solve firearms issue

President Obama’s executive orders 
and proposed legislation to control guns 
will waste billions of taxpayer dollars 
and do little to prevent further tragedies 
such as the one in Connecticut, according 
to Anderson County Sheriff Troy Young. 

Young shared his thoughts on gun 
control during an interview with The 


Anderson News last Friday afternoon, 
just days after Obama’s release of a 
month-long study on the issue following 
the murder of more than two dozen chil¬ 
dren and adults at an elementary school 
in Connecticut. 

During the interview, Young comment¬ 
ed on Obama’s proposed legislation that 
would ban military-style rifles and high- 
capacity ammunition magazines, saying 


that it’s premature to know exactly what, 
if any, restrictions will be placed on what 
has become the centerpiece of the debate 
about gun ownership. 

“We can what-if this to death,” said 
Young. “As of right now the law has not 
changed from what it was yesterday, but 
am I going to uphold the Constitution? 
Absolutely.”

Joshua Huff, 6, slashed the air in his living room 
with his cutlass, a child-size, plastic toy sword. 

That’s the best thing about pirates, Joshua said, 
their swords. 

Now the Robert B. Turner first grader has a back¬ 
yard pirate ship playground to match, courtesy of 
the non-profit Make-A-Wish Foundation. 

Joshua had been battling leukemia, a cancer that 
attacks the blood cells, since he was about 3, accord¬ 
ing to his mother Tammy Huff. 

Tammy said she wanted to wait until the very end 
to apply for her son’s Make-A-Wish request, when 
Joshua would be able to go out into the sunlight and 
play on the pirate ship playground he’d wanted for 
more than a year. 

With Joshua receiving his last chemotherapy 
treatment this past August, Tammy said, he’d be

gets 20 years 
for child porn 

Hawks eligible for parole in four years

The Lawrenceburg man who late last 
year pleaded guilty to a host of child pornog¬ 
raphy distribution charges was sentenced 
to 20 years in prison Tuesday morning in 
Anderson County Circuit 
Court. 

Mark Hawks, 55, who previ¬ 
ously lived at 402 Secretariat 
Drive, received the maximum 
sentence allowed, according 
to Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Laura Donnell. 

Public defender Scott 
Getsinger asked Judge Charles 
Hickman to consider parole for Hawks, who 
had a previous sex offense conviction in the 
late 1980s for inappropriately touching an 
8-year-old niece. 

Getsinger also asked that Hawks be 
allowed “a couple of weeks” before report¬ 
ing to state prison so that he could make 
arrangements to care for his ailing wife. 

Hickman denied both requests and 
ordered Hawks to be taken immediately into 
custody. 

“Noting the serious nature of the offenses, 
the motion for probation is denied,” Hick¬ 
man said, adding that Hawks has already 
had sufficient time to make arrangements 
for his wife before being sentenced. 

Hawks, dressed in a blue windbreaker and 
jeans, appeared resigned to his fate when the 
judge denied probation, turned and shook 
hands with Getsinger and was escorted by a 
deputy from the courtroom. 

Donnell said she was pleased with the 
maximum sentence and made it clear that 
child pornography is not a “victimless 
crime.” 

“Sexual offenders say they are only look¬ 
ing and not hurting anyone,” Donnell said 
moments after Tuesday’s hearing. “What 
they fail to state is that in every image a 
child is abused to make that image.” 

Donnell added that child pornography is a 
“horrible crime” and that probation was not 
acceptable. 

Donnell said that Hawks will be eligible 
for parole in just four years, but that doesn’t 
mean he will get out of jail that quickly. 

“A lot of factors go into that,” she said, not¬ 
ing that he would first be required to com-

Third graders find, return missing cash

When Robert B. Turner 
Elementary Principal Wayne 
Reese called last Tuesday, 
Chasidy Hawkins thought 
one of two things had hap¬ 
pened to her son Tyler. 

One: Tyler had gotten sick, 
possibly with the flu. 

Two: Tyler had gotten in 
a fight with a female class¬ 
mate. 

Contrary to Chasidy’s 
fears, the prinicipal had news 
about Tyler that would make 
Chasidy’s day, he said. 

And it did. 

Tyler, 9, and classmate 
Lakesha Gerow, 8, had asked 
their teacher to be excused to 
go to the restroom. 

When they came out into 
the hallway, Tyler and Lake¬ 
sha spotted about $210 in 
cash on the floor. 

The third graders said it 
was the most money they’d 
ever seen just lying there. 

“There was a $20 bill here, 
a $100 bill there,” Lakesha 
said. 

According to Tyler, he told 
Lakesha that they needed to 
bring the money to the office 
right away much to the 
relief of the Turner parent 
who came back to the school 
once she discovered the cash 
was missing. 

“When he told me what 
Tyler had done, it was no 
shock to me,” Chasidy said in 
a phone interview last week. 
“I was proud, but I expect 
nothing less of Tyler.” 

Although Tyler and Lake¬ 
sha did not receive a reward 
for their good deed, Princi¬ 
pal Wayne Reese did enter 
them in the Turner Pops 
drawing — which distributes 


gift certificates from local 
businesses to deserving stu¬ 
dents — and gave them each 
a notebook, a gel pen and a 
pencil. 

Tyler and Lakesha said 
they weren’t expecting any 
kind of reward, let alone 
finding the money. 

Both students knew 
Principal Reese called their 
parents about what they had 
done. Lakesha said she even 
asked her mother, Carrie, if 
she got a phone call from the 
principal earlier that day; 
Carrie pretended at first that 
she didn’t. 

“She was actually very 
proud of me, so was my dad,” 
Lakesha said. 

“[Tyler] went home and 
told his grandparents, and 
great-grandparents,” Chasidy 
said. “We made a big deal out 
of it for him to realize what 
a big deal it was for the par¬ 
ent.” 

Chasidy said Tyler’s dad, 
Glenn Hawkins, teased him 
for not spending the money 
on himself. Tyler has been 
saving up for a golf cart to 
use on the family’s farm, 
Chasidy said. 

But she’s glad Tyler 
learned an important lesson 
in returning the money to 
its proper owner, that “being 
honest is always the best 
thing to do,” she said. 

“It made us feel kind of 
good,” Tyler said. “We were 
just like, wow.” 

Tyler Hawkins is the son 
of Chasidy and Glenn Hawk¬ 
ins of Lawrenceburg. 

Lakesha Gerow is the 
daughter of Carrie and Mike 
Gerow of Lawrenceburg.

Obama’s executive orders 
are largely centered on wid¬ 
ening the net on national 
background checks and estab¬ 
lishing various task forces to 
study gun violence. 

Young said Obama falls 
short, however, in ensuring 
that guns don’t fall into the 
hands of those who should 
not have them. 

“Someone can get out of 
a mental hospital and walk 
right around the corner and 
buy a firearm at a yard sale,” 
Young said. “You can go to a 
flea market or the 127 Yard 
Sale and purchase a gun. I 
think we need to monitor 
the sale of weapons to keep 
them out of the wrong hands, 
because a lot of the people we 
deal with don’t need guns in 
their hands.” 

The problem, he said, is 
that little of what Obama has 
already signed into law will 


accomplish that. 

“What we really need 
is better communication 
between all agencies,” Young 
said. “I don’t really see that 
[in what Obama has signed], 
“One of the things [he signed] 
is a national safe responsible 
gun ownership program, 
which is going to spend a lot 
of money to do something the 
NRA and gun clubs already 
do, and something law- 
abiding, responsible citizens 
already do. 

“I don’t think too many 
criminals are going to sign up 
for that campaign. 

“He’s also spending billions 
for safety standards for gun 
locks and safes, but what in 
the world will that do for 
your avid hunters and those 
who are already responsible 
and very educated about 
their firearms? It’s going to be 
a waste of money.” 

Young said rather than 
use billions for those types of 
programs, the money would 
be better spent ensuring 


schools are made more secure 
by enhancing a program he 
and the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department already have in 
place. 

“There are a few things 
here that will help, includ¬ 
ing providing incentives for 
school resource officers,” 
Young said. “We’re ahead of 
the game on that and we’ve 
been advocating for that for 
years.” 

Two police officers — a 
deputy and city officer — are 
currently assigned to protect 
the county’s six public school 
buildings. 

Young said he doesn’t agree 
with some of what is being 
done in other states such as 
New York, which recently 
approved a ban on military- 
style rifles, high-capacity 
magazines and a host of other 
gun-related items. 

Even if such legislation 
were to be enacted on a 
national level, Young said he 
doubts it will ever get to the 
point where those types of 


firearms will be confiscated, 
particularly in Kentucky. 

“That’s not going to hap¬ 
pen,” he said. “Lrom what I’ve 
seen proposed, there is no talk 
of confiscating someone’s .38 
from the nightstand or grand¬ 
pa’s shotgun. There’s no way 
that will happen and people 
won’t allow that to happen. 

“There’s already too many 
guns in the system for that to 
happen. It’s impossible.” 

Young said a previous, 
less restrictive federal ban 
on those types of firearms 
expired a year before he took 
office in 2005. 

“I don’t remember that 
affecting us too much,” he 
said, adding that during his 28 
years in law enforcement he 
cannot recall a single crime 
here that involved a military- 
style rifle. “I don’t recall any 
controversy over that.” 

Young pointed out that 
nothing currently being pro¬ 
posed federally includes con¬ 
fiscating firearms of any kind 
from law-abiding citizens. 


He said his office has, by 
court order, confiscated fire¬ 
arms in the past, including 
some Chinese AK-47s, along 
with firearms owned by 
people facing drug and other 
charges. 

“What we want to do is 
help solve the problem, not 
be the problem. We need to 
be talking to our senators 
and representative and have 
our voices be heard, and 
information sharing will go 
a long way to help prevent 
violence.” 

Here, Young said, his focus is 
on protecting the rights and 
safety of Anderson County 
residents. 

“We’re trying to stay ahead 
of the game, and making sure 
we are sharing information 
within the local law enforce¬ 
ment community,” he said. 

“As far as us taking care 
of our own county, that’s our 
number one priority.”

plete what she called 
“sex offender treat¬ 
ment.” 

Hawks was indicted 
nearly two years ago 
on 70 counts of possess¬ 
ing and distributing 
child pornography. On 
Tuesday, he was sen¬ 
tenced on all 70 counts 
in Anderson County, 
plus an additional 40 
counts of distributing 
child pornography in 
Shelby County, where 
he worked. 

Hawks was charged 
after investigators with 
the Kentucky State 


Police used a warrant 
to intercept images and 
videos Hawks was down¬ 
loading at his home. 

While interviewing 
him in his driveway, 
Hawks told investiga¬ 
tors that he became 
“stimulated” by looking 
at images of video of 
pre-pubescent girls as 
young as 6 years old, and 
that he had previously 
been convicted of inap¬ 
propriately touching an 
8-year-old niece while 
babysitting. 

Documents on file 
also include chilling 
descriptions of photo 
and video files Hawks 
possessed or viewed, 
including naked chil¬ 
dren being forced into 
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sexual encounters with 
adults and others being 
forced to show their 
genitalia. 

When police arrived 
at his home, Hawks told 
them he knew what 
they were looking for, 
and that the computer 
containing the images 
was in the trunk of his 
car. 

A police search of 
computers inside the 
home owned by Hawks’ 
wife and college-aged 
son did not reveal child 
pornography, according 
to the transcript. 

Hawks told investiga¬ 
tors that he is heterosex¬ 
ual and has no interest 


in boys. He said he was 
stimulated by looking 
at young naked girls, 
but aside from being 
charged for touching 
his niece, never tried to 
have sexual relations 
with them. 

Asked by an inves¬ 
tigator the age of 
the youngest girls he 
viewed, Hawks respond¬ 
ed, “Eight, 9,6,1 don’t 
know.” 

“I’m going to say that 
the age range of your 
pornography for sex 
items is between the 
age of 8 and adults,” the 
investigator says in the 
transcript. 

“That’s at least fair,” 


replied Hawks. 

“Do you find you like 
a certain child video? I 
mean what age group do 
you like?” the investiga¬ 
tor asked. 

“I just look at them 
all,” replied Hawks. 

Hawks also revealed 
to investigators that he 
was charged in the early 
1990s with indecent 
exposure for allegedly 
showing his genitals 
to two teenage girls in 
Ohio, adding that the 
charge was later dis¬ 
missed. 

He said he began 
looking at child por¬ 
nography while he was 
separated from his wife. 


Hawks said a woman 
he was with at that time 
was concerned that her 
daughters were being 
sexually abused, and 
that she was afraid they 
had been videotaped 
performing sexual acts. 

Hawks told inves¬ 
tigators that he began 
searching the Internet 
for images of the girls, 
which lead him into 
being “stimulated” by 
those types of images. 

Asked by investiga¬ 
tors if he should be 
around young girls, 
Hawks said no.

able to use it. 

“I let him wait until 
the very end to do his 
Make-A-Wish,” she said.

“I don’t think we 
expected it to be quite 
that large,” Tammy said 
with a laugh. 

Joshua’s a big fan of 
the television cartoon 
“Jake and the Never 
Land Pirates.” He was 
well enough this year 
to go trick-or-treating 
on Halloween, of course, 
dressed as a pirate. 

When asked if he 
knew what he wanted 
to be when he grew up, 
Joshua answered, “A 
pirate.” Without hesita¬ 
tion. 

Tammy said without 
hesitation that one of 
the more difficult parts 
of Joshua’s battle with 
cancer was her family’s 
constant battle with 


germs. 

“It’s not really pleas¬ 
ant. There’s a lot of 
things you can and can’t 
do, a lot of things you 
can and can’t eat,” she 
said of children with 
leukemia. 

The house itself was 
a “neutral” area, and 
often Joshua’s grand¬ 
mother and aunt would 
come and sit with him 
if Tammy was at work,

she said. 

But when she and 
Joshua needed to go out 
into public, every gro¬ 
cery cart handle needed 
to be wiped down. 

Joshua often wore a 
mask, his mom said. 

“And that’s just to go 
out in public,” Tammy 
said. “No child should 
have to live like that.” 

Her husband, Joshua’s 
father Tom Huff, agreed. 

One of the harder 
things was keeping Josh¬ 
ua inside in the summer 
while other kids played 
outside. 

One of the best things, 
Tom said as he surveyed 
the Make-A-Wish pizza 
party happening in his 
dining room, was seeing 
the smile on his son’s 
face. 

“The party is great. 
This is a great thing they 
do for the kids,” Tom 
said of the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation. “The best 
thing is seeing a smile on 
a kid’s face.” 

Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity students Sarah 
Czack, a senior, and Mor¬ 
gan Paige, a sophomore, 
attended the pizza party 
as well, arriving wear¬ 
ing pirate hats. 

Czack and Paige are 
sisters at Chi Omega, 
a women’s fraternity 
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whose national philan¬ 
thropy is the Make-A- 
Wish Foundation. 

Chi Omega raised 
money in a silent auc¬ 
tion this fall for Joshua’s 
wish. Although Chi 
Omega has held “wish 
parties” on campus in 
the past, this is the first 
off-campus wish party 
that Czack and Paige 
attended. 

“I’ve learned a lot 
about their strength,”

Take sheriff's advice 
to protect children 

olumn as I see ’em... 

There are two reasons Troy Young will be the sheriff 
of Anderson County for as long as he chooses to continue 
serving: temperament and common sense. 

Sheriffs across the United States, including one in Kentucky, 
have made national headlines over the past several 
weeks as the country and its politicians wrestle 
over proposed gun control legislation. 

From those sheriffs Americans have heard plen¬ 
ty of 2nd Amendment bravado about how they 
would refuse to enforce any gun laws they consid¬ 
ered breaches of the Constitution. 

As a staunch advocate for the legal use of fire¬ 
arms of any make or model, I appreciate their 
hard-line stances and thank them for being vigi¬ 
lant protectors of our birthright as Americans. 

I also appreciate the fact that not everyone 
shares my views on guns, and understand that vit¬ 
riol and grandstanding will not further the cause 
of advocating on behalf of the 2nd Amendment. 

In his comments on the president’s executive orders and 
proposed legislation on banning military-style rifles and high- 
capacity magazines (see Al), Young offers a level-headed and 
smart approach that is centered equally on protecting individu¬ 
al liberties and folks here from some whack-a-do getting his or 
her hands on a gun. 

In short, his comments are a testament to his temperament 
and give both sides of the issue a chance to catch their breath. 

Now for his common sense. 

I’ve interviewed Young dozens of times and he is always very 
straightforward, honest and open in his responses. 

But the interview I conducted for the article on Al was a lit¬ 
tle different. While carrying forward 
each of those traits, Young was clearly 
more animated and passionate about 
this topic that any I’ve discussed with 
him before. Unlike the usual of crime 
investigation and procedural inter¬ 
views, the very real possibility that 
a tragedy like the one that occurred 
in Connecticut could happen here is 
undoubtedly something that keeps 
him awake at night. 

During his 28 years as a police offi¬ 
cer, Young has spent 25 in a DARE 
program that likely wouldn’t exist 
without his efforts, and more than 
anything you can tell that the sheriff cares, and I mean truly 
cares, about the safety and welfare of your children and mine. 

During our discussion Young made it clear that each of the 
county’s six public school buildings should have its own police 
officer rather than having just two rotate between buildings. 

Why Anderson County doesn’t already have those officers 
in place makes no sense. 

Having a cop in every school building doesn’t guarantee 
the unthinkable won’t happen, but it’s certainly better than 
leaving entire school buildings vulnerable to someone with 
bad intent who can pick a time when no police car is parked in 
front to do their evil bidding. 

This isn’t a question of should we; it’s a question of why don’t 
we and there isn’t be a better time than now to have that dis¬ 
cussion. 

It’s a given that four additional officers — perhaps two each 
from the city police department and sheriff’s office — will 
require money. With bennies and salaries we’re looking at 
roughly $150,000 a year, a cheap alternative to the possibility of 
seeing kids being removed from a school building in body bags. 

Divided among the city, county and school board, that’s 
$50,000 per year, and each clearly has enough wiggle room in 
its budget to cover that cost without raising property taxes. 

Of course that would mean the school district might have 
to curb the tens of thousands of dollars it spends each year on 
travel and perks. The city, which funds worthwhile but clearly 
not as important movies and concerts on the Green, can cer¬ 
tainly come up with its share. 

And, were it not for the specter of spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in the coming years on a recycling pro¬ 
gram that is already spinning out of control, the fiscal court 
could kick in its share, too. 

The bottom line is simple: We should take the advice of this 
county’s chief law enforcement officer when it comes to pro¬ 
tecting our children, even if paying for that advice isn’t easy. 

It’s only common sense.

Gun sense’ needs more than 
‘ fundagelicals, insurrectionists’ 


To the editor: 

n his book “Strategic Vision: America 
and the Crisis of global Power,” Zbig¬ 
niew Brzezinski, national security 
advisor for President John F. Kennedy, 
writes: “In its very early phases, political 
awakening tends to be most impatient and 
prone to violence. Its passion is fueled by 
a deep sense of historically aggrieved self- 
righteousness. In addition, early political 
awakening is characterized by a focus on 
national, ethnic, and religious identity ... ” 

Though Brzezinski waxes philosophi¬ 
cally on the nationalist opposition to 
Napoleon as well as the Arab Spring, those 
words could describe the current dialogue 
over gun sense, or what the opposition 
calls gun control.

Dialogue is good, if one is able to weed 
out the nonsense, the impossible, the 
freaks and the insane. It is the extremists 


who poison the dialogue and leave it like a 
fouled desert waterhole undrinkable and 
unable to support life. Many good ideas 
exist, but poison is seeping into the water 
through two factions. 

You read about it in your paper or 
watch the protest on TV One faction chal¬ 
lenges government to pry guns from cold, 
dead hands, or challenge the local gen¬ 
darmes, such as the sheriff, to bow to the 
will of the people. 

Call them 2nd Amendment Insur¬ 
rectionists. Their political awakening is 
“impatient and prone to violence... fueled 
by aggrieved self-righteousness.” They 
claim the need for guns to defend from 
a future run-amok government, a 2nd 
Amendment myth used by insurrection¬ 
ists to rationalize the buying of weapons 
and boosting of the ego.

Guest columnist 

Before you - 

embrace aging 

as a good thing, 

you may need to check your 

attitude. You can sit around 

thinking about what doesn’t 

work anymore, or dwell over 

the meaning of existence 


and how time is running 
out but these scenarios are 
not going to allow you to age 
successfully. Maintaining a 
positive attitude is necessary 
for optimal aging. If you 
need an attitude adjustment 
or just a tune-up on your 
already positive outlook, 
here are four strategies to 
think about. 

First accept change. 

There are some things that 
you can influence and there 
are others that you can’t do 
anything about. 

Next, get over negative 
stereotypes. Ageism is nega¬ 
tive stereotyping of older 
adults. Why be prejudiced 
against older people? You 
will be either old (at least to 
someone) or will be old by 
the definition set by society: 
65-plus. Remember that to a 
15-year-old, a 45-year-old is 
really old. My idea of aging 
has expanded to think that 
middle age begins about age 
45 and goes to 65, mature 


age is 65 to 85 and older 
age begins at 86. What do 
you think? Do you feel old 
according to your stereo¬ 
type? 

Third, watch out for 
depression. The difficult 
changes that many older 
adults face - such as the 
death of a spouse, loss of 
independence, and health 
problems - can lead to 
depression, especially in 
those without a strong sup¬ 
port system. But depression 
is not a normal or necessary 
part of aging. Depression 
symptoms such as aches and 
pains and fatigue are often 
overlooked in the elderly. 
This is dangerous, because 
depression increases the risk 
of illness, death and suicide. 
It’s important to learn how 
to spot and treat depression 
in older adults. 

Frequently mature adults 
who have had significant 
health issues believe that

Float beds useful for more than tobacco 


I just watched a sunrise 
give way to waves of 
clouds in the west. 

When I say waves, I truly 
mean it, like a child’s draw¬ 
ing. 

The sky was 
layered from 
the ground 
up, starting 
with a band 
of light blue, 
which flowed 
into the dark 
and topped 
with white 
cap waves. The 
wind had it 
moving like 
the tide coming 
in on an ocean. 

Just another 
beautiful portrait by Moth¬ 
er Nature. 

I’ve been trying to do 
better at noticing all the 
signs Mother Nature pro¬ 
vides in the winter. After 
all, those old time folklore 
sayings came from Ben 
Franklin and other smart 
farmers who simply paid 
attention to everyday life 
outdoors. 

I’ve been noticing an 
abundance of male car¬ 
dinals, both adult and 
juveniles, and just a few 
females. Of course it’s easier 
to spot the colorful males 
but they’ve been hanging 
out around my porch. I did 
put in some new perennials 
nearby, but the seed heads 
haven’t been plucked clean. 

My older perennial 
beds still have plenty of 
seed left, as well. I don’t 
understand how I can have 
so much food left for the 
birds, at this time of year. 
Those beds are usually 
picked bare by Christmas. 

The summer drought 
took its toll on many of the 
plants that call the farm 
home. Still, the fall seemed 


to bounce back and bring 
another wave of flowers for 
the wildlife buffet table. I 
see no need to fill my feed¬ 
ers when so much is still 
available. It’s what I call a 
notable event and since the 
years have taken their toll 
on the sharp edge of my 
memory, I’m going to jot it 
down. 

I did most of my own 
seed gathering last fall, but 
I will be ordering a few 
new ones just for fun. If 
you’re a “foodie” and have 
desire to try your hand 
at growing some gourmet 
type vegetables, then 
gourmetseed.com is your 
web site. They have a large 
variety of the weird and 
wonderful, like orange cau¬ 
liflower or white eggplant. 

If you favor flowers 
over food, here’s a site that 
offers both. Ornamen- 
taledibles.com has a simple 
site that offers a little bit 
of everything organic and 
lots of varieties that do well 
in a greenhouse or hydro¬ 
ponic tray. 

Hydroponics is grow¬ 
ing in water. It’s what the 
tobacco farmers around 
here use to start their seed 
trays. We call them float 
beds. I use a smaller ver¬ 
sion. I have a large Tupper- 
ware-type container, big 
enough to hold one of those 
white, Styrofoam float 
trays. You fill the little 
holes with soil and seed and 
keep water in the tray. 

It’s easy, but sometimes 
you have to add liquid fer¬ 
tilizer to add nutrients to 
the water. When we grow 
in the dirt, the nutrients 
are already in the soil. 
When the plants grow to 
about 3 inches it’s time to 
take them out of the tray 
and into the garden or a 
container. 


There are hydroponic 
systems that will allow 
you to grow from seed to 
full grown plants without 
putting anything in the 
ground. I’ve had lettuce 
grown this way and it is 
delicious. I’ve also had 
tomatoes and they are dif¬ 
ferent. You really need a 
flavorful tomato to start, 
because they will get none 
of their flavor from the 
soil. 

Those of us who plant 
large quantities of veg¬ 
etables in the ground spend 
a lot of time bending over. 
There is new way to plant 
(without all the bending), 
thanks to some folks in 
Wisconsin and the Japa¬ 
nese. 

Please go online and 
check out smallfarmworks, 
com for a very cool way to 
plant using paper pots that 
are chained together. Even 
if you don’t use a computer, 
get someone to show it to 
you. You’ll love it. 

I’ve got a cousin up in 
Wisconsin and I’m going to 
have her go check one out 
for me. I have no idea of 
the price, but I’m already 
drooling. 

Now start keeping an 
eye on your own little part 
of nature. Start your own 
farmer’s almanac. The 
warmer weather we’re 
experiencing, throughout 
the year, will change every¬ 
thing. Heck, I’ve got wild 
onions (garlic) coming up 
all over the place right now. 
My friend Mrs. Ruggles told 
me she had jonquils that 
were up 2 inches. It’s Janu¬ 
ary. Yep, it’s definitely time 
to start rewriting the book. 
Happy growing.

Library board approves amended $3.4M budget

Surplus carryover higher 
than expected; payroll 
increases nearly $22K

Library board director Pam Mul¬ 
lins said she budgets “conserva¬ 
tively,” not wanting to anticipate 
too much in income, or too little in 
expenses for the Anderson Public 
Library. 

And since the library board of 
trustees approved her final $3,336 
million budget in May of 2012, 
there have been a few changes 
for both projected revenue and 
expenses. 

The board voted unanimously 
in its Jan. 15 meeting to amend 
the library’s budget from $3,336 to 
$3,442 million for the current fiscal 
year ending June 30, 2013. 

The revised numbers include a 
$106,741 difference in anticipated 
overall revenue. 

Most of that $106,741 increase 
in projected revenue comes from 
the $85,241 for previous fiscal year 
carryover, added to the library’s $2 
million reserves, Mullins said. 

The previous amount of fund¬ 
ing assigned for carryover was an 
estimate, Mullins said, when the 
library first started its draft budget 
for 2012-13 in the spring. 

“I don’t anticipate using any of 
that at this time,” she said of the 
library’s reserve funds, now at a 
total $2,085 million. 

Mullins said she does anticipate 
a $20,000 increase in total tax rev¬ 
enue for a total $1.32 million and 
a $5,400 increase in miscellaneous 
revenue, which includes library 
service charges, user fees and 
“other” revenue. 

According to Mullins, the 
increase in projected miscellaneous 
revenue is attributed to what the 
library takes in for faxes, copies 
and print outs, as well as late fines 
for videos, charges for damaged or 
lost materials, or interlibrary loan 
fees. 

Mullins said she’s based the total 


$14,000 estimate for miscellaneous 
revenue on what the library is 
currently receiving on a monthly 
average for those fees and service 
charges. 

Mullins decreased the library’s 
professional services expenses by 
$45,000, money previously assigned 
to cover associated design costs and 
other services for a potential build¬ 
ing expansion. 

Because the board will not be 
moving forward with any expan¬ 
sion plans during this fiscal year, 
Mullins said, the professional 
services fund was reduced from 
$55,000 to $10,000. 

Other expense f unds with slight 
decreases of $1,000 to $3,000 include 
library utilities, telephone, insur¬ 


ance and marketing. 

For other library expenses, Mul¬ 
lins increased capital outlay cost 
from $52,000 to $86,000 to cover the 
replacement of most of the older 
model public library computers 
and some back office server hard¬ 
ware. 

Supplies funding expenses saw 
an increase of $17,000 for the 
library’s recent DVD security 
upgrade, Mullins said. 

Computer maintenance/software 
and programming expenses both 
received a $5,000 increase each. 

Because of personnel changes, 
with at least one part-time employ¬ 
ee moving to full-time status 
and a few recent part-time hires, 
total library personnel expenses 


increased by $21,800. 

The amended budget reflects a 
$21,500 increase in expenses for a 
total $1,357 million. 

Other business 

The Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office will be performing a safety 
assessment and staff training for 
the library while the library is 
closed on President’s Day, Mullins 
said. The library is still discussing 
other additional plans to increase 
the building’s security. 

Mullins also reported a 2 percent 
library circulation increase from 
December of last year.

We 
give accolades to tech¬ 
nology, medicine or 
political policy, but usu¬ 
ally it isn’t until some 
sort of tragedy that God 
enters the conversation. 

Have you ever lis¬ 
tened to children brag 
about their daddy? He 
can do anything. After 
all, he’s daddy! You 
would think he was 


some sort of super hero. 
We should be bragging 
about our heavenly 
father as well. Chris¬ 
tians have “received 
a spirit of adoption as 
sons by which we cry 
out, ‘Abba!

Witnessing the power of a soggy stamp 


T wenty years ago this year 
we had a devastating storm 
blow through our area that 
we call the No-Name Storm. 

Afterwards, people sprang into 
action to help those 
whose homes were 
damaged. I wanted 
to help, too. 

I had learned 
that a dear man 
from my church, Joe 
Koch, needed help 
at his house, so I set 
out with visions of 
being Greatly Used 
by God. I imagined 
myself ripping out 
dry wall and putting 
up sheetrock and 
comforting Joe with “psalms and 
spiritual songs,” as the Bible says. 

However, by the time I got to 
his house that day, a crew had 
already been there and finished 
all the stuff I had wanted to 
do. Desperate to help, I looked 
around Joe’s house, but all I could 
find was a pile of wet postage 
stamps on the desk and Joe sit¬ 
ting nearby not saying much of 
anything. 


So, I stood next to Joe making 
feeble chit-chat, peeling sheets of 
wet stamps apart. As I set them 
out to dry, I babbled on and on 
about how he could reuse them 
with a bit of glue. 

Joe continued not saying 
much, and mostly just nodded. 
When I finished my stamp peel¬ 
ing, I left feeling like a failure. 

I was also a little ticked at 
God because I had wanted to be 
helpful and useful, which, if you 
know me, isn’t my usual M.O. 
Since wanting to help comes so 
infrequently to me, I had hoped 
it would be something big and 
showy, but all I ended up doing 
was playing around with wet 
postage stamps. How ordinary 
Except it turned out not to 
be ordinary to Joe. Weeks later I 
found out that he had told every¬ 
body how much I had helped 
him that day. That he had been 
almost in despair, but his turning 
point came when I stopped to talk 
and peel stamps. 

I still think about that a lot, 
about how what I tend to think 
is useful and helpful is usually 
not what God thinks is useful. I 


think usefulness is being grand 
and inspiring, preferably with an 
audience. 

But that’s not how God works. 

God uses ordinary and com¬ 
mon and deeds done unaware 
to do the extraordinary. A little 
boy’s lunch of bread and a couple 
fishes, in the hands of Jesus once 
fed thousands. 

People’s lives are rocked 
by storms all the time, and 
people want to help. But as I’ve 
observed, when it comes to how 
God works, often the greatest 
help isn’t always from the big¬ 
gest, grandest gestures. 

Instead, God seems to prefer 
using people most when they’re 
least aware of it. When they’re 
just doing ordinary stuff like 
peeling wet stamps, offering a lis¬ 
tening ear, sharing a lunch. 

These small gestures, these 
simple, seemingly inconsequen¬ 
tial acts of mercy and kindness, if 
God is in them, if he has ordained 
them, they are great and glorious.

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Real season 
is only four 
weeks away 

Collins boys, Anderson 
girls the region's best 

t’s less than four weeks until 
basketball season really 
begins. 

Oh, we know they have been 
tipping it off in the colleges 
and pros since Labor Day, or at 
least it seems that way But the 
real every-posses- 
sion-could-mean- 
heartbreak-or-joy 
season, the high 
school tourna¬ 
ments are less than 
a month away. 

Around the 
state, the district 
tournaments can 
tip off on Monday, 

Feb. 18. Locally, 
however, the 30th 
District Tourna¬ 
ment has tradi¬ 
tionally not gotten under way 
until Tuesday of tournament 
week. The tournament will be 
held at Collins High School in 
Shelbyville. The tournament 
schedule and seedings will be 
announced closer to the start. 

Of course, the big prize is 
a trip to the Kentucky state 
tournament, the Sweet 16, 
which will be held in Lexing¬ 
ton’s Rupp Arena beginning on 
Wednesday, March 6. 

The Eighth Region, at least 
on the boys’ side, is a wide open 
affair in 2013. There are two 
or three teams that might be a 
bit better than all the others, 
but there really are as many as 
eight or nine teams that could 
have a legitimate shot at win¬ 
ning the big prize. 

On the girls’ side, most 
observers felt before the season 
that it was a three-team race 
to Bowling Green for the state 
tournament. With less than 
four weeks to go before the 
journey embarks in earnest, 
there is no reason to think dif¬ 
ferently. 

Here is one man’s look at 
where things stand. 

Boys (overall record, 
regional record) 

1 Collins (11-6, 5-1) 

Despite the loss to Anderson 

County on Jan. 4, Collins is still 
the most-talented and deepest 
team in the region. Collins has 
played a tough schedule and 
raised some eyebrows statewide 
when the Titans upset Scott 
County in the Toyota Classic 
at Georgetown. Still, the loss 
to Anderson took away the 
aura of Collins’ invincibil¬ 
ity and exposed some of the 
Titans’ shortcomings. Collins 
might be the closest thing to 
an overwhelming favorite, but 
the Titans have some very real 
chinks in their armor.. 

2 South Oldham (13-5, 7-2) 

This is the typical South 

Oldham team: very smart and 
good shooters. Dragons have 
curiously slipped off most 
radar, but this is a very danger¬ 
ous team. Having center Jack 
Sherry back after and extended 
absence gives the Dragons 
strength. South has beaten Old¬ 
ham County but lost to Simon 
Kenton in recent weeks. 

3. Anderson County (13-2, 3-1) 

The Bearcats might be the 

surprise team of the region. 

The win over Collins shows 
what the Bearcats can be and 
that Coach Glen Drury is a 
master of the sideline. Decem¬ 
ber loss to Shelby County and 
a recent loss to Mercer County 
shows they have to play 32 
minutes every night. Jay 
Smith is confirming the belief 
of those who felt before the 
season that he is in the upper 
echelon of regional players, 
but he’s beginning to get lots of 
help. Anderson’s defense and 
depth give the Bearcats hope. 

4. Grant County (16-4, 6-1) 

Guard Tyler Carr is living up 

to the Braves’ pre-season hype.

Estes leads way with 23, 
defense locks down

There was nothing un-Christian 
about Anderson County’s performance 
on the basketball court Friday night. 

Just like there was nothing un-Jay- 
like. Or un-Austin. Or un-Luke. Or, oh, 
you get the idea. 

They were all there, along with 
their buddies. 

Junior guard Christian Estes led 
the Bearcats with 23 points and seven 
rebounds in a 94-59 romp past visiting 
Western Hills. Three other Bearcats - 
Jay Smith, Austin Cummins and Luke 
Mann - scored in double figures while 
the Bearcat defense clamped down on 
the Wolverines, turning a competitive 
game into a rout. 

Estes carried the Bearcats early, 
scoring 16 points in the first half as 
Anderson built a 46-33 advantage at 
intermission. 

Anderson improved to 13-2 on the 
year while Western Hills fell to 4-15. 

“That shows how good he is,” said 
Anderson senior Jay Smith of Estes. 

“He is good and he is going to help us.” 
Smith finished with 18 points. 

“I think he is capable of that,” 
Anderson coach Glen Drury said of 
Estes’ performance. “He has been doing 
that in practice and he has been doing 
some good things. He is building up his 
confidence and we have got to have 
Christian playing like that.” 

Smith corsed 12 in the first half 
when the Bearcats needed 10 minutes 
to really get started. 

Trailing 26-24 after leading 20-11 at 
the end of the first quarter, Anderson 
finally heeded the advice Drury had 
given in a time out a minute before. 

“He said we were going to have to 
guard because they are a good offen¬ 
sive team and we would have to guard 
them,” Smith said. 

“I don’t think we took them serious 
early,” Drury said. “I warned the guys 
that this club could score. They have 
been averaging 65 points a game over 
the last five games. Give Western Hills 
a lot of credit.

South Oldham, 
Gallatin coaches 
have long tenures

Anderson County 
basketball fans can 
watch three of the mas¬ 
ters of the high school 
game do battle over 
the next week as the 
Bearcats entertain South 
Oldham, then travel to 
Gallatin County next 
Wednesday 

The coaches, Ander¬ 
son County’s Glen 
Drury, South Oldham’s 
Steve Simpson and Gal¬ 
latin County’s Jon Jones, 
are the Eighth Region’s 
longest tenured mentors 
and have won numer¬ 
ous championships over 
the years. 

A real testament to 
the South Oldham boys’ 
basketball program 
might be found in a bit 
of a back-handed com¬ 
pliment. 

The Dragons stood at 
13-5 after the weekend’s 
action, yet they might 
have slipped a bit below 
the radar following con¬ 
tenders for that elusive 
Eighth Region champi¬ 
onship. 

“They came out No. 

2 in the region,” Drury 
said of the Dragons’ pre¬ 
season ranking. “They 
are an offensive basket¬ 
ball team. We need this 
game. We need to find 
out where we stack up 


against a (regional) con¬ 
tender.” 

Under Simpson, 

South Oldham has 
perennially been one of 
the Eighth Region’s top 
teams, but the Dragons 
are still looking for the 
school’s first regional 
championship. 

Simpson, now in his 
13th year at South Old¬ 
ham, is the third-longest 
tenured coach in the 
region, behind Drury 
and Gallatin County’s 
Jon Jones. Simpson’s 
team lost to highly- 
ranked Bullitt East and 
regional foe Simon Ken¬ 
ton before getting back 
on the winning track 
at Henry County last 
Friday. Before the Simon 
Kenton loss, South 
Oldham had won eight 
straight. 

Size is a problem for 
the Dragons but senior 
forward Shea Goodlett 
(6-foot-2) is considered 
one of the top players 
in the Eighth Region. 

He was averaging 15.4 
points a game going 
into the Henry County 
contest. 

“Goodlett just has a 
knack for playing the 
game of basketball,” 
Drury said. “He can 
shoot it. He can drive.” 

Junior guard Kyle 
Young and senior back- 
court buddy Matthew 
Haysley are scoring 11 
and 10 points a game for 
the Dragons, who will 
play many people. 

Jack Sherry, a 6-4 post 
player, gives the Drag¬ 


ons some inside presence 
after missing several 
games earlier in the sea¬ 
son. “He is back now,” 
Drury said. “He’s a nice 
athlete. He is a big-time 
quarterback in football 
and is a wide body for 
them.” 

Over the years, the 
programs have had a 
very close rivalry, but 
South Oldham has 
owned the Bearcats in 
recent years. Anderson’s 
last win in the series 
came in 2008, when the 
Bearcats romped 74-48 
at home. 


The teams did not 
play in 2009 when a 
snowstorm forced can¬ 
cellation of the game. 

“South Oldham is an 
outstanding basketball 
team,” Drury said. “We 
need a challenge like we 
will get in this game.” 

After the South 
Oldham game, the 
Bearcats will be off 
until Wednesday, Jan. 

30, when they travel to 
Gallatin County. Gal¬ 
latin, 11-5 going into the 
weekend, has been up- 
and-down, but is very 
capable. The Wildcats 


boast another of the 
region’s top players in 
senior Kristian Morgan, 
who is averaging almost 
20 points per game. He’s 
also the team’s leading 
rebounder with six a 
night. 

Gallatin, a Class A 
school, might have some 
depth problems. Senior 
guard Tylor Herndon 
is the team’s only other 
double-figure scorer at 
11 a game. Jones, how¬ 
ever, is very high on 
freshman guard Koby 
Carlton. 

“Carlton can shoot 


the basketball very 
well,” Drury said. 

Like Simpson, Gal¬ 
latin’s Jones has built 
a reputation as one of 
the state’s best coaches. 
Even with the lim¬ 
ited numbers of a small 
school, Gallatin routine¬ 
ly puts 18-20 wins on its 
annual ledger. 

Jon has done a tre¬ 
mendous job for them,” 
Drury said. “He is the 
perfect fit. He is hard- 
nosed and a good basket¬ 
ball coach who works 
the kids hard. He puts 
them in the position to 
be the best they can be 
year in and year out. 

You have to give him a 
lot of credit for building 
a great tradition.” 

Jones came very close 
to taking the Wildcats to 
the Sweet 16 five years 
ago, but Shelby County 
got a late tip-in to with 
the regional champion¬ 
ship game 48-47. 

While the Wildcats 
have had some stellar 
teams since then, they 
have not been a major 
threat to win the region. 
Drury says Gallatin 
could be a major factor 
this year. “They had 
some losses early, but 
they were trying to find 
out some things about 
their team,” he said. 
“They can play either 
fast or slow. It will be a 
very difficult game for 
us.”

The Wolverines took their only 
lead at 26-24, but Estes came up with 
a steal, that he converted to a layup 
25 seconds later.

The Bearcats also 
got a big lift from Zach Freeman, 
who scored seven points in reserve. 
“We got a lot of help from our bench 
tonight,” Drury said.
